General Toral’s proposal contem plated the immediate surrender of the 
city, but he insisted that his army be permitted to march away under 
arms and with flying colors, and declared that he would fight to the 


last ditch unless the conditions were accepted. 

General Shafter replfed that nothing but unconditional surrender wovwld be con- 
sidered by him, but he consented to cable the Spamish offer to Washington, in 
the meantime extending the armistice. 

It was shortly before noon today when a little group of Spanish officers, under 


a@ flag of truce, came out from under the yellow wall of the besieged city and 


slowly made their way toward the American line. A detail was sent to meet then 
and they were escorted to comfortable quarters, while the letter from General Toral 
was carried to General Shafter’s tent, two miles from the front. The letter was 
couched in the icily courteous terms characteristic of such communications and 
was as brief as possible. It bore the signature of General Toral,, who commands at 
Gantiago since General Linares was wounded, and stated that he was prepared to 
surrender the city provided his army was permitted to capitulate “with fonor.”

PRIZE SHIP USED AS TRANSPORT 


Steamer Rita Captured by the Yale 
Carries Troops to Cuba. 
Charleston, S. C., July 10.—The steamship 
Rita, captured recently off Cuba by the 
Yale and purchased yesterday by the 
United States government for $125,000, sail- 
ed for Santiago this afternoon with 650 
men of the Sixth Illinois regiment and 
their baggage.

Commer- 
cial travelers are, under the laws now in 
force, required to take out a license costing 
at Honolulu fur the tsland upon which it is 
located $570 and on each of the other 
islands $255. 

Labor Market Overstocked. 

The statement is not such as to encour- 
age those desiring to seek employment in 
Hawaii. The market for all kinds of la- 
bor, it says, is overstocked, and it would 
be very unwise, in the opinion of the consul 
general, for anyone to visit the islands 
with no capital on the mere chance of ob- 
taining employment, many of those who 
have so arrived being compclled to return 
disappointed. Wages on the plantations, 
including house and flltewood or room and 
board, range from $125 to $175 per month 
for engineers and sugar boilers, $50 to $100 
per month for blacksmiths and carpenters, 
$40 to $75 per inonth for locomotive drivers, 
$100 to $175 per month for bookkeepers, $30 
to $0 per month for teamsters. In Hono- 
lulu the rates are $5 to $6 per day for brick- 
layers and masons, $2.50 to $5 per day fer 
carpenters and painters and $3 to $5 per day 
for machinists. Cooks receive from $3 to 
$6 per week, nurses, house servants and 
gardeners $8 to $312 per month. Retail prices 
of provisions are as follows: hams 16 to 3% 
cents per pound, bacon 16 to 20 cents, flour 
$2.50 to $ per 100 pounds, rice $3.2 to $6 
per 100 pounds, butter 25 to 50 cents per 
pound, eggs 25 to W per dozen and ice 1% 
cents per pound. 

Products Needed Here. 

Curious.y the productions of the islands 
are almost entirely a class of articles for 
which the people of the United States have 
in the past been compelled to send money 
outside of theif own borders. Sugar, coffee, 
tropical frults and rice, for which we send 
abroad more than $200,000,000 annually, are 
the chief productions of the islands, and 
while the quantity so produced amounts to 
less than one-tenth of this sun. it is be- 
lieved that it may be materially increased 
and to this extent our expenditures for this 
class of articles be, in future, kept within 
our own borders and among our own peo- 
ple. Of sugar, of whrch [t is sald the Ha- 
wailan islands are much more productive 
in a given area than those of the West 
Indies. the exportation increased from

It is considered certain that the Amer- 
cans will blockade Cuban and Porto Rican 
ports, cutting off their supplics, while the 
authorities are convinced that an American 
fleet is coming to the peninsula. here is 
no confidence felt that the powers will in- 
terfere even it defenseless seaports are 
bombarded and therefore what measures of 
defense are possible are being adopted. 

General Blanco in replying to the fov- 
ernment’s request for his views of the 
situation “‘urges war to the end,”’ and as- 
serts that the Cuban volunteers cannot be 
reconciled to the idea of the handing over 
of the island to the Americans, especially 
now that a great majority of the CuDanée 
favor Spain.

No Tangible Results. 

All the talk of fieaceé seems up to the 
present to' have led *to no tangible results. 
No doubt the government would welcome 
an opportunity to ‘negotiate directly with 
the United States were the sigsis propi- 
tious, but there are eo many cireumstances 
to be considered that it looks as though 
the policy of drift and waiting for .ome- 
‘thing to turn up would continue until san- 
tiago has fallen. 

The fall of Santiago will convince the 
most sanguine of the hopelessness of the 
struggle and will giye the government the 
desired opportunity at least to suggest an 
armistice for the consideration of terms. 
Cireumstantial statements are already in 
circulation to the effect that the war is 
virtually ended, and that the government 
has opened peace negotiations, but this 
cannot be verified. 

A detailed account has been published of 
Spain's naval losses—21 warships and 21 
merchantmen, as against practically no 
‘losses on the American side. This tends 
to convince thé most rabid war advocate 
and, as for a long time past, the whole 
commercial and | industrial interests of 
Spain are bringing strong influence to bear 
in favor of péate. Bwery day that passes

It is believed, however, that there 
is a strong undercurrent ih favor of 
continuing the war, and the attitude 
of the Carlists and Republicans causes 
anxiety.

WILL BE KEPT AT ANNAPOLIS. 


Superintendent of Naval Academy Is 
Ready for Spanish Prisoners. 


Annapolis, Md., July 10.—Captain P. H. 
Cooper, superintendent of the naval acad- 
eémy, has completed his preparations for 
the care of the eighty Spanish officers, in- 
cluding ‘Admiral Cervera, recently cav- 
tured off Santiago. He announced today 
that he expected the arrival of forty of 
the prisoners tomorrow and that the re- 
mainder would reach here within a week. 

It is probable that all wil) be put on their 
parole and allowed the fullest use of the 
beautiful grounds for promenade and other 
pucposes. 

The buildings to he occupied by them are 
known as Goldsborough row and lie on 
the southeastern section of the academy, 
between the old mess hall and the gymna- 
sium. 

Eaeh room will quarter two officers and 
each officer will have a bed to himeelf. 
There are wardrobes and closets for their 
clothes in each room; chairs and a large 
equare table in the curner of the room 
with qa hanging iamp over it, with an im- 
proved burner. Waiters will attend to the 
rooms and take care of the apartments. 

The prisoners will be under the patro) 
of a marine guard of forty. For the pres- 
ent their commissary will be Steward 
Thomas Evans. Paymaster mis, whe 
was ordered away this week to Ports- 
mouth, as commissary for the prisoners

Destruction of Cervera’s Squedron Told 
by Observers on the Vixen. 


VESSELS APPEARED AT 9:45 


Cristobal Coion Was the Third Ship 
To Come Out of the Harbor. 


THE FIGHT QUICKLY BECAME FURIOUS 


Schley’s Flagship, the Brooklyn, Was 
in Thickest of the Engagement 
from the Start.

Off Santiago de Cuba, July 9, via Port 
Antonio, Jamaica, July 9.—(Copyright by 
the Associated Press.)}—Following is the 
official account of the engagement with 
the Spanish squedéron, as seen from the 
United States eteamer Vixen: 


“At 9:45 a. m., the quartermaster on duty 
reported that a tug was coming cut of the 
harbor. Examination proved the vessel 
to be a Spanish cruiser flyirg a large Span- 
ish flag end a smaller flag at the mast- 
head, which was thought to be the ad- 
miral’s flag, as it was on the leading shép. 
The Vixen at this time was lying about 
two miles off shore ang four miles to the 
westward cf Morro castle, and from this 
time to the end was never out of sight of 
the chase and with within two miles of 
the destruction of threa armord cruis- 
ers. ; 

“Word was at once sent tothe command- 
ing officer, ang all hands were called to 
quarters. Full speed was ordered and the 
helm was put to port to stand further 
off shore and leave the Brooklyn’s fire 
line unobstructed. The Brooklyn had 
hoisted a signal that the enemy was at- 


tempting to escape; and the Vixen, notic-: 


ing that the Jeading ship was turning to 
the westward, signaled that the enemy 
was trying to escape in that direction. The 
fleet at this time had resumed its station 
and the vessels began rapidly to close in 
toward the mouth of the harbor, e¢on- 
centrating a terrific long range fire upon 
the enemy. ‘ 


Colon Easily Identified. 


“There was no doubt that the enemy 
was coming out. There were several anx- 
lous moments before it could be deter- 
mined whether the Spanish admiral would 
order his fleet to disperse and attempt to 
break through the blockading squadron, or 
would keep his ships together. The leading 
vessel had changed her course to the west, 
when a second vessel appeared, followed 
shortly by the Cristobal Colon. Tine Colon 
was easily identified because her mast was 
between her two smoke stacks. The other 
Ships could not so easily be identified, as 
the Vizcaya, the Almirante Oquendo and 
Infanta Maria Teresa had the same ap- 
pearance. 

‘‘Meanwhile, the fleet approached the 
mouth of the harbor and when the fourth 
vessel appeared and turned to the west 
it became evident that Admiral Cervera 
had reconnoitered the fleld and selected 
the west as the weakest part of the biock- 
ade, because the strong eastern current 
had drifted the heaviext ships to the east 
of their customary positions. The west- 
ern portion of the blockading circle was 
defended by the Vixen and fhe Brooklyn. 
The Brooklyn headed north, apparently 
intending to intercept the head of the ene- 
my’s column. 

“At the leading ships of the enemy’s 
cO.umnN appeared, the western battery 
opened a heavy fire, apparently directed 
at the eastern and central ships of the 
blockading squadron. At 10 a. m, the 
Brooklyn was hearest and @ngaged the

“At 10:0 the Brooklyn turned with a 
port helm, making a complete turn to the 
east, so that she was again heading west. 
The enemy’s leading ships were on her 
Starboard quarter and the fourth vessel 
was coming up rapidly astern, At this time 
the Vixen was west of the leading ship 
and was steaming on a parallel course,

“St 11:4 the chase narrowed itself to the 
Cristobal Coion which was close ashore 
and seven miles from the Vixen, with the 
Oregon one point on the starboard bow, 
distant a mile, and a half; the Brookiyn one 
point on the starboard buw, distant three 
miles; the Texas on the starboard quarter, 
distant one mile; the Jowa two points on 
the starboard, distant eight miles, and the 
Wew York one point on the starboard quar- 
The last two ves- 
sels were apparently off Boca de) Rio, but 
were too far distant to be certainly identi- 
fled in the thin haze and smoke from the 
leading ships. No other vessels were in 
sight. The smoke from the ship destroyed 
at Juan Gonzales and to the eastward could 
be seen, but the vassel’s hull was invisible. 

“At noon the relative positions of the 
American ships were practicalNy the same. 
When the’ Vixen was abreast of Sevilla, 
thirteen miles west of Santiago, the Texas 
bore three points on the starboard quarter, 
a little less than a mile off, and the Ore- 
gon and-Brooklyn one point on the star- 
board and port bow, distant four and five 
miles respectively, while the Cristobal Co- 
lon bore two points on the starboard bow, 
distant fully ten miles. 


Positions at the End. 


“According to the official pilot on the 
Vixen that vessel was off Bayamita. The 
estimated distance was taken from the offi- 
cers end cfficial pilot. At 12:05 the pilot 
was in line with the burning Vizcaya at a 
distance of nine miles.

“At 12:50 the Texas was one point forward 
off the starboard beam and was steadily 
gaining.

lyn headed in shore about four points. .At 
1:25 the Texas signaled ‘The enemy has 
surrendered.’ The signal was reported to 
the New York, but was not acknowledged. 
The Crisobal Colon was seen through 
glasses aiming close in shore and, accord- 
ing to the pilot, at Rio Tarquino. It was 
thought on board the Vixen that a white 
flag was displayed on the Cristobal Colon, 
but this subsequently proveg to escap- 
ing steam. 

“At 2 o’clock boats from the Brooklyn 
and Oregon went alongside the Colon. At 
2:25 the Vixen stopped off Rio Tarquiao, 
near the Brooklyn and Oregon. The New 
York arrived five minutes later and inter- 
cepted the boats which were returning 
from the Colon. 

“In all of these observations the time was 
accurately noted. but the watch used was 
five minutes behind the deck clock, which 
agreed bend nearly with the hours indicated 
by the bells on the other vessels.”’ 


CLARK DESCRIBES THE BATTLE. 


Captain of the Oregon Tells of the 
Great Chase Last Sunday. 

Off Guantanamo, July 9, via Kingston, Ja- 
maica, July 10.—Captain Clark, of the 
United States battleship Oregon, which dd 
such remarkable work in the naval battle 
off Santiage de Cuba, that resulted in the 
destruction of Admiral Cervera’s squadron, 
éays in hjs official report of the engage- 
ment to Rear Admiral Sampson: 


“The Spanish fleet turned to the west- 
Ward ana opened fire, to which our ships 
replied vigoreusiy. For a short time there 
was an aimost continua flight of pro- 
jeetiles over the ship, but when our ine 
was fairly engaged the enemy’s fire Vecame 
defective. As soon as it was evident that 
the enemy's ships were trying to break 
through ard escape to the westward we 


went ahead at fuil speed with the determi- — 


nation of carrying out to the utmost your 
instructions: 

"if the enemy tries to escape the ships 
must close and enguge him as soon as 
possible and endeavor to sink his ves3se.s 
or force them to run ashore.’ 

‘“‘We soon passed all of our vessels except 
the Brooklyn. At first: we used oniy tne 
main battery, Dut when it was discovered

KILES HIS WIRE 


He Also Gives Chase te His Affrighted 
Mother-in-Law. 


THEN SHOOTS THE OLD MAN 


Threatens To Kill Two Men Who Re- 
monstrated with Him. 


TOOK PLACE IN THE WOOLFOLK DISTRICT 


Where Tom Woolfolk Murdered His 
Family of Nine Relatives—Taylor 
Runs Away from Arrest. 


Macon, Ga., July 10.—(Special.j—~Meager 
Getails reached the city tonight of a ter- 
rible tragedy that happened today in the 
Warrior district, Bibb county, about ten 
miles from Macon. 

A young farmer, said to be named 
Bart Taylor, fatally stabbed his wife, se- 
riously shot his father-in-law and threat- 
ened to shoot his mother-in-law and others 
who attempted to stop him in his bleody 
work, 

The story of the tragedy as related to- 
Might runs as follows: 

Taylor and his wife had not been mar- 
ried much over a year, Gnd fiad a young 
baby. Taylor treated his wife so badly 
that she left him a few days ago, and 
went to live with her parents. This morn- 
ing Taylor went to where his wife was 
and commenced to quarre] with her, and 
Gérawing ‘his knife stabbed her in the back 
nearly to the heurt, and stabbed her se- 
verely near the shoulder blade in an at 
tempt to cut her throat. 

Defied the Family. ” 

Her mother and father appeared upon 
the scene to the rescue, and Taylor said 
to the mother to wait until he had finish- 
ed the wife and the wouid attend to her. 
The mother fied out of his way, but Tay- 
lor shot her husband in the head and in 
the leg. 

It is said that Mrs. Taylor cannot live, 
but it ig not thought her father is fatally 
shot. After doing this horrible work Tay- 
lor jeft and while going down the road 
met two men and told them what he had 
done. They made some remark, where- 
upon he drew his pistol, and’ threatened 
to shoot them and he then went on his 
way, and at last’accounts had not been 
arrested. The affair produced great ex- 
citement in the Warrior district. This is 
the same district in which Tom Woolfolk 
committed his terrible crime. Both home- 
steads stand near together, 

Several weeks ago Po.:iceman Mack ar- 
rested a soldier in Macon who he thought 
Was a deserter. He was at the depot try- 
ing to steal a ride. He gave his name as 
Zeiglér. He was delivered to Colonel Ray 
at Camp Price, who wrote to Tampa in:

Judge Norwood Decides That the Code 
Neither Makes Nor Unmakes Law. 
Savannah, Ga., July 10.—(Special.)—Judge 

Thomas M. Norwood has recently rendered 

an able decision upon the legal character 

of the state code, which will be of interest 
to lawyers throughout the state, 

The decision was in the case of Heed 
Toney against the Savannah, Florida and 
Western Railway Co. for damages. Toney 
was injured in Ware county, but lived in 
Chatham and sued here. 

- Under a recent law (1892) suits against 

railroad corporations must be brought in 

the county where the accident happened... 

That is as far as the code carries this 
particular law, but at the time it was 
passed there was the following proviso: 
“Provided that said suit may be brought 
in the county where the principal office of 
said railroad company is located, if the 
plaintiff should reside in said county.’’ 

This proviso was omitted from the code, 
and the defense held therefore that it was 
not law and could. not apply to this case. 
Judge Norwood, in his decision overruling 
the defendant’s motion, stated that the 
adoption of the code of 1895 by the legis- 
lature did.not necessarily make every- 
thing in it law, nor did it repeal any law 
which was by inadvertence or from other 
causes omitted from it. The constitution 
requires that bills in the legislature shall 
have but one subject matter, that the cap- 
fion of a bill shall agree with the subject 
me@jer, and that each bill shall be read 
three times in each house. In the case of 
the adoption of the code none of these 
ccnstitutional. provisions were complied 
with for obvious reasons; therefore the 
mere adoption of the code in itself does 
not create, repeal or amend any law. That 
proviso therefore, Judge Norwood held, is 
just as valid as if it had been incorporated 
by the codifiers. 

If the codifiers had put in a section pro- 
viding that bicycles could not be ridden 
on the streets on Sunday. Judge Norwood 
says, that would not have made it law. 

The case is the more interesting because 
since Judge Norwood has rendered ‘his de- 
cision the supreme court has decided in 
another case that the leaving out of a 
portion of a law from the code was practi- 
caily equa] to the repeal of that portion of 
law, after the adoption of the code by the 
legislature. The supreme court will have 
an able paper to go through with when this 
Opinion of Judge Norwo2d’s goes before it. 


To Sell Out the Bank. 


Savannah, Ga., July 10.—(Special.—Judge 
Emory Speer has signed an order which is 
now on file in the United States court 
here, providing for the sale of the last of 
the property of the Oglethorpe National 
Bank of Brunswick, now in the possession 
of Receiver Jos.

The robbery occurred in Sheriff O’Neill’s territory, and he, 


with three deputies, chased the robbers through Arizona, Colorado and Utah, finally capturing them and bringing them 
back to Arizona after a chase of 600 miles and six weeks of hard riding. When the present war broke out, he was one of 
the first men in his section to raise 4 company. ¢ :

Grave and Serious. 


Mr. ©. A. Powell, cierk of Macon su- 
perior court, has issued, as secretary and 
treasurer of the association, a printed cir- 
cular to the members of the association, 
from which the following extracts are 
taken: 

‘It behooves every member to take an 
active interest in this year’s meeting, and 
to be present if possible, as matters of 
very grave and serious importance con- 
fronts us, and every clerk, sheriff, chief of 
police and marshal in the state should be 
on hand. f 

‘You are also doubtless aware of the fact 
that the state now leases all her felony 
convicts for a good round sum, to-wit: 
Ninety-eight dollars per year, and as we, 
the court officers, now get nothing in such 
cases but a worthless insolvent order, I 
therefore think it the duty of eaca member 
to be present to discuss this matter; and | 
further urge each member, whether they 
can be present or not, to personally see 
their respective representatives to the next 
session of the general assembly, and, if 
possible, to get an expression from them 
as to how they stand as to payment by the 
state to the officers of the superior courts 
their costs in felony cases; and be ready to 
report the result at this session of our 
body. This is a very important matter, 
and I hope every member of our convention 
will take an active personal interest in 
£ame.”’ 


Important Recommendation. 


The following recommendation may be 
discussed at this session of the associa- 
tion: 

“It is recommended that the next session 
of the general assembly be memoralized to 
pass an act making the term of office for 
clerks and sheriffs faur years, instead of 
two; and that fhe next election shall be 
on the same day as the ordinary’s. It is 
further recommended that the clerks and

“Any ex-clerk, sheriff. chief of police or 
marshal may become in honvrary member 
by the unanimous vote of the members 
present, which shall entitle such merher 
to all the privilezes of a member, excepi 
holding office, engaging .m debate or voting; 
he shal} not he fined for ubsenece or tarci- 
ness or calleq on for initiation fees cr 


dues.’”’

congressman was paid a special compliment 
by this appointment, for the place was not 
sought by him, and there were many ap- 
plicants for the plum on the part of demo- 
crats, especially from the north, where 
labor questions cut so great a figure in 
politics. 

The act under which the commission is 
authorized gives its scope fully. The pur- 
pose as expressed in the title is: ‘‘To col- 
late information and to consider and rec- 
ommend legislation to meet the preblems 
presented by labor, agriculture and cap- 
ital.”” Under the terms of the bill, the 
commission is to be known as the industrial 
commission, and its make-up is: Five mem- 
bers of the senate, five members of the 
house and nine other persons, ‘“‘who shall 
fairly represent the different industries and 
employments,” to be appointed by the 
president. 

The duty of the commission as set out 
in the subsequent sections of the bill is to 
“investigate questions pertaining to immi- 
gration, to labor, to agriculture, to manu- 
facturing and ‘to business, and to report 
to congress and to suggest such legistation 
as it may deem best upon these subjects: 
that it shajl furnish such information and 
suggest such laws as may be made a basis 
for uniform legislation by the various states 
of the union, in order to harmonize con- 
flicting interests and to be equitable to 
the laborer, the employer, the producer and 
the consumer. That the commission shall 
give reasonable time for hearings, if deem- 
ed necessary, and if necessary it may ap- 
point a sub-commission or sub-commissions 
of its own members to make investigation 
in any. part of the United States, and it 
shall be allowed actual necessary ex- 
penses for the same.”’ 

The usual authority to send for persons 
and papers, and to administer oaths, is 
given the commission. It is provided that 
the commission may report from time to 
time to congress, and shall at the con- 
clusion of its labors submit a final report. 

The terms of the commission is fixed at 
two years. Those members appointed by 
the president are to receive salaries of 


$3,600 per year, but, of course, the con- 


gressional members get no additional sal- 
ary. Each member is, thhowever, . allowed 
actual traveling expenses. 

It is provided fhat any vacancies occur- 
ring in the commission by reason of death, 
disability, or from any. other cause, shall 
be filled by appointment by the officer, and 
in the same manner as was the member 
whose retirement from the commission cre- 
ates a vacancy; and that in case the term 
of a senator or representative expires while 
a member of this commission, said senator 
or representative shall not thereby cease 
to be a member of said commission, bit 
shall serve until the expiration of the term 
for which he was appointed, drawing pay 
from the time his term as senator or repre- 
sentative expires, at the same salary as 
those members of the commission appoint- 
ed by the president.

swept completely away. 

We think that the nomination of can- 
didates by ballot could be successfully 
carried out in a great city like New 
York. No doubt many of the voters 
would be controlled by ward beelers and 
other agents of the bosses; but all of 
the voters‘ could not be so controlled. 
In any event, the ballot nominations 
would certainly clarify the political at- 
mosphere and convey to the minds of 
individual voters a stronger and com- 
pleter sense of their own power and re- 
sponsibility.

Young People in Church Work. 


One of the largest religious organiza- 
tions on the globe is the Ohristian En- 
deavor Society, which is now holding it 
eighteenth annual convention in Na-h- 
ville; Tenn. This is the first conven- 
tion of the Christian Endeavor Sovc.ety 
which has ever been held south of the 
Ohio river. 

When the infancy of this organizition 
is considered, its extraordinary growth 
seems almost incomprehensible. Since 
the time of its inception in 1880 down 
to the present hour it has never 2xperi- 
enced the least decline, but on the con- 
trary, it has steadily and persistently 
grown in power, in numbers and fn en- 
thusiasm. Today it embraces witbin 
tts vast scope not only the whole of the 
United States and Canada but also Eu- 
rope, Asia, Africa, Australia and some 
of the remote islands of the sea. With 
barely more than eighteen years of ac- 
tive existence to its credit, this record 
of growth is absolutely without paral- 
le}. : 
Within seven years from the time of 
sts birth the Christian Hndeavor So- 
ciety numbered 100,000 members scat- 
tered principally throughout the Unit- 
ed States and representing 2,314 local 
organizations. Since that time it has 
increased to 1,000,000 members, repre- 
senting 16,247 local o-ganizations, in 1841, 
and to 3,250,000 members, representing 
54,191 local organizations, in 1895. 

One reason why the Christian Eon- 
deavor Society has fiaken such deep 
root and produced stich world-wide re- 
sults is due to the fact that the needs 
of the church made the demand for it 
urgent. Until this organization sprang 
into existence there was little work for 
young church members to do. With 
the exception of attending Sabbath 
school and other stated exercises of 
worship they were almost wholly with- 
out employment. This was calculated 
to make things rather irksome and un- 
attractive to young people, and besides 
the church itself was beginning sorely 
to feel the need of young life infused 
into its arteries. So with the soil ready 
for the reception of the seed, it is easy 
enough to understand, in a measure, 
the phenomena! growth of the Christian 
Endeavor Society. Some idea of its 
effectiveness for good may be seen in 
the increased vitality and attractiveness 
which it has brought to the church, and 
in the splendid discipline which it has 
furnished to the young -people not only 
in supplying them with wholesome reli- 
gious employment, but in training them 
up into ripe Bible scholars and into 
wise Christian leaders and. teachers 
Similar movements have sprung up in 
the wake of the Christian Endeavor So- 
ciety, such as the Epworth League and 
the Young People’s Baptist Union and 
other organizations; and splendid re- 
sults have crowned the efforts which 
they have put forth. ' 

In view of the multiplied evils which 
exist throushout the length and breadth 
of the land and which seek to destroy 
the influences which radiate from gos- 
pel centers, it is gratifying to know 
that the young people of the United 
States are banding themselves together 
in such large numbers for the purpose 
of increasing the efficiency of the church 
and of leading men into purer and holiet 
lives.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


The Utica Press observantly notes that 
the volunteers in the present war consist 
almost entirely of young men, and points 
Out the fact that the average age of 
the volunteers who have enlisted up to 
date is twenty-four years. In explaining 
this The Utica Press says: “It may be 
in part accounted for by the fact that the 
regular military organizations first drawn 
upon for recruits are largely made up of 
very young men, who find in membership 
attractive social features. While perfectly 
willing to do whatever duty is assigned 
them, they find pleasure at home in the 
semi-club life at the armory, its dances 
and its receptions. The separate compa- 
nies of this state, for example, are largely 
made up of men under twenty-five years 
of age, and it is the same elsewhere. That 
the average age in the army is only twen- 
ty-four years is an advantage rather than 
a detriment. Young men are better able 
to withstand the hardships of a campaign, 
are more enthusiastic and in every other 
way more available than their elders. A 
man ought to be at his very best in health 
and strength between - twenty-two and 
thirty-five. Then, too, fewer of them have 
families at heme to worry about because 
the supporting member is away. The 

ounger men afe light-hearted and not 
ess earnest. They will the more readiiy 
adapt themselves to the exactions of camp 
life, putting up with its annoyances and 
inconveniences. It is an advantage rather 
than otherwise that so many of the sol- 
diers are young. It speaks well, too, for 
the patriotism and loyalty of the rising 
generation. Mcest of the boys at the rront 
were not born till the civil war was ended. 
The same jis true’ as to the sailofs and 
marines. The officers in the army of to- 
day are largely elderly men of experience, 
who have seen actual fighting: so with 
old men for counsel and young men for ac- 
t‘on there is no reason why the United 
States forces on land and sea sfiould not 
be .successful.”’

“Brethren. we are called upnon by the 
president of our common country to return 
thanke to Almightv God for the success 
that has attended our armed forces in the 
war which we are now waging. It is fitting 
that we should always return thanks for 
whatsoever of succesk may come to us 
either as a peonie or a nation. I deem it 
that one of the greatest sins is the sin ef 
ingratitude whether in the individual or 
national life. 

“Gratitude or thankfulness in a measure 
destroys that self-assertion ar arrogance 
which enters into the life of men and na- 
tions whensoever they have risen to any 
pre-eminence. Arrogance, the child of un- 
thankfulness. vreceeds the fali of many 
men and nationa 

“Ah. my friends, success is a great, temp- 
ter. Success weakens full oft as it strengtn- 
ens. "Tis true it gives confidence, which 
in a measure is essential, but too often it 
gives over-confidence, which is the prolific 
father of failures. It is well, then. that 
the president has called upon us, when 
success is perched upon our banners, [to 
Offer thanks to the Almighty and to prav 
to Him. As with individuals out and self-ag- 
grandizement of a nation may bring to 
it disaster. A call] of gratitude is a re- 
minder to a people that there is something 
over and above and beyond them; that the 
appeal] to arms may prove even a disastrous 
appeal if the nation, lose sight of high 
ideals and dwells solely on selfish designs. 
And so we pause and ask ourselves for 
‘what are we to return thanks. Is it that

To gloat over this 
Spectacle as being the resalt of our power 
would mean to invite disaster to our na- 
tion in the long run. No, my friends, we 
sorrow for these things, we grieve for them 
Ga being the necessary attendants upon the 
Cruelty of war. 

“But We do give thanks to Almighty God 
that every victory that perches upon our 
banners brings us nearer, to use the words 
of our president in his proclamation, ‘to 
the attainment of fu!l and honorable 
peace.’ It is not, then, a feeling so muich 
of exultation that causes us to rejoice—nor 
is it the idea of mastery that gives the 
true feeling of thankfulness.

Makes a Statement Regarding His De- 
termination To Preach. 


HE SPEAKS OF KNOCK-KNEED MINISTERS

EV. J. T. GIBSON, the former pastor 
of Walker Street Methodist church, 
held his first meeting at the gospel 
tent, corner Spring and Luckie streets, 
yesterday afternoon, In spite of the 
threatening condition of the weather, the 
tent was well filled and the aud:ence gave 
the divine the closest attention throughout 


his remarks 
Rev. J. T. Gibson began by stating that

but to go on with his chosen work in the 
way open fo him and to obey the dictates 
of his conscience and the imp@ative call 
of God, regardless of all complaint. 
Before beginning he read a statement 
prepared for the occas on, in which he 
stated he had expressed his position and 
the purposes animating him to resume the 
work of God once more. He read the state- 
ment, which is given elsewhere, with some 


display of feeling. 

Mr. Gibson read the twelfth Psalm and 
confined his remarks mainly through the 
discourse to the passage of scripture se- 
lected for the occasion. It Was plain, 
however, that the reverend gentleman made 
several comparisons more or less flattering 
of biblical characters with some of those 
who brought about his suspension from the 
church, 

He reviewed the early life of Davig and 
went over fully that period in his youth 
when he was called upon to slay the Phiiis- 
tine giunt. He said: 

“David was laughed at by King Saul 
when he ered to slay the giant whod daily 
paraded in front of his camp and chal- 
lenged any one to come out and meet him 
in single combat. 

“David was the only. brave man in the 
army of Israel and he hung his head in 
shame at the cowardice of the soldiers 
under Saul, and he was determined that 
some one should stand for Israel and not 
let all be branded weaklings; hence he 
came himself to the king and announced 
his intention of going out that day to 
fight the giant. 

“Saul lauched and ridiculed the idea of 
David, a simple shesherd lad, doing battle 
with so renowned a warrior as Goliath, 
but he was also pleased with his show of 
courage and offered to lend David his ar- 
mor for the occasion, but the boy refused, 
saying he wceuld goin the garb of a sheperd 
and armed only’ with his sling and his 
faith in God, 

“When the giant had''fallen before the 
sling of David and the lad had severed the 
head from the body, then the hosts of 
Israel, like all cowards the world over, 
set up a mighty shout .and pursued the 
fleeing enemy after David had dispersed 
them. 

“They qoubtless said to each other that 
they had accomplished a great victory, and 
boasted loudly of thefr bravery. 

“What more does a man want than his 
faith in God; as David eaid: ‘If I conquer 
it will be because God is on my side.’ 

‘Whoever can be brought through trial 
and bitter persecution with the sky around

He 
was the only Georgian in his class and 
finished his education with honors, enter- 
ing On this account the engineering division 
of the service. 

In July, 1896, he was ordered to report for 
duty to the Philadelphia, which was then 
in an Oregon port. He cruised through 
southern seas, visiting Valparaiso, Chile, 
Peru and many other South American re- 
public. From all of these countries he 
wrote interesting letters to his family and 
of these were published by his 
parents, despite the fact that he asked that 
they be kept for the family. 

The Philadelphia went to Honolulu and in 
October, 1897, went in thedry dock at 
Mare’s island, Caiifornia. Engineer Burt 


was then transferred to the Baltimore and. 


returned to Honolulu, remaining in port 
there more than nine months.

as a world power with a navy now recog- 
nized as having the ability to cause Amer- 
ican citizenship to be respected wherever 
the gospel or American merchants extend 
our commerce or American tourists may 
travel; the victories achieved by Dewey 
and Schley with so smal! a loss of life: 
the reuniting of our country by the appoint- 
ment of ex-confederates to high command 
in the army; the heroic part taken by such 
southerners as Bagiey, Hobson and Wheel- 
er; the adherence of our country to the 
democratic doctrine of territorial expansion 
wherever the destiny of the nation requires 
that iniquitous system shall be overthrown 
and good government set up; the reality of 
American patriotism as is shown by the 
enlisting as volunteers on the part of the 
rich as well as the poor, the socially prom- 
inent as well as the obscure: the God- 
fearing character of the American peaqple 
as demonstrated by the proclamatiog of 
the president and its cordial reception by 
all sects and sections of our people; the 
good time coming which will assuredly 
follow the war, introducing new outlets fcr 
trade and manufactures, vast agricultural 
products and stimulating new enterprizes 
here at home; rhe unprecedented prosper'tty 
of the south which is inevitable when the 
Nicaraugua canal is open and the gulf of 
Mexico becomes an American Mediterra- 
nean; the supremacy of the God of na- 
tions, who has signally favored our people 
and who will use them to Christianige and 
civilize the whole earth. ‘Glory be to God 
in the higthest and on earth veace and good 
will toward men.’ ”’ 


AMERICA GIVES THANKS TO GOD 


Dr. Broughton’s Interesting Remarks 
at the Third Baptist Church Yes- 
terday Morning. 

In a prelude to his regular sermon yes- 
terday morning, Dr. Brouhgton, pastor of 
the Third Baptist church, made a few -re- 
marks concerning the proclamation of 
President McKinley and praised the action 
of the president in issuing such a paper. 
In Speaking of the victory at Santiago 
by the American fleet he spoke of the bray- 
ery of Schley and censured Sampson for 
claiming a victory for himself and sending 
the message telling of the victory without 
mentioning Schley. His remarks were as 

follows:

“But the object of this call! Two things 
are set forth. urst, thac we return (hanks 
for ‘His wlessings in tne past. Surely weil 
have no difficulty here. We all believe that 
His hand has been in al this struggle. 
Personally, 1 thought He wanted it begun 
before it was. But I now see that those 
who.directed things were more wisely 
guided. To me not a battle recorded in sa- 
cred scripture gives more clearly the Marks 
of divine favor than tho several] struggies 
through which our army and navy has 
passed. Look at Manila—a regular miracle 
in naval warfare. Nothing but the plain 
direction of Providence could have lead to 
that victory. As plain was it as the pillar 
of cloud by day and fire by night, which 
guided the people of God in olden time. 

“God was with Hobson and his brave 
boys. Nothing short of divine patriotism 
could lead men to risk so much, God was 
with them. as with the three Hebrew chil- 
dren. Hobson was himself a man of pray- 
er. When I read of him going alone, just 
before he took his heroic step, and pray- 
ing, there went through my very soul a 
ditine fire such as nothing else could kin- 
Ale, and I said. ‘Thank God for a naval 
hero who will stop to pray.’ 

“Rut what shall I sav of Schley_at Santi- 
ago? Perhaps some of you think I ought 
to sav Sampson? Not so. Sampson never 
had any more to do with the capture of 
Cervera’s fleet than with the victory of 
Hobson. He aid help plan for Hebson, but 
with the capture of the fleet not one thing. 
And his Fourth of July telegram, present- 
ing. in his name, such a gift to our nation 
was the most stupendous piece of im- 
pertinence and deception that I have ever 
known. And in my judgment deserves the 
censure of congress, his pets in the navv to 
the contrary notwithstanding. To me it is 
more of ‘Betsey and the bear’ than any- 
thine J’ve ever known: still it 1s worse than 
The old hog who was hid away 
while Betsey killed the bear Aid have hon- 
estv enough to say ‘Betsev and I killed the 
bear.’ Sampson never mentioned ‘Betsey,‘ 
though ‘Batsey’ dia the work. God was 
with Schley. God is in every fight. God 
is on the side of freedom from oppression 
alWavys. 

“Then the president wants speedy peace. 
Not anxious for perpetuating himself or 
his party. There never has graced the 
white house a man with broader pAtriatism 
and brotherly sympathy than William Mc- 
Kinlev. Surelv we can all pray. A pray- 
ine man is invincible: so with @ praying 
nation. Christ was a man of praver. On 
two occasions He nvraved all night. His 
discinles were tanght to nrav. This was 
ahort all He tangeht. Never a time aid He 
teach men to preach or teach, but He A'd 
teseh how to pray. God give us Himself in 
this fight.’’ 


WAR WILL SPREAD THE GOSPEL

Dr. Walker Lewis at the First Meth- 
odist Talks of Beneficient Re- 
sults of American War. 


Dr. Walker Lewis preached a strong ser- 
mon on the results of the present war with 
Spain. He said that God was directing the 
American soldier to victory because the 
conflict was one for providential reasons. 


He said in part: 

“The late naval combat was 
parallel or approach in the history of war. 
Manila and Santiago are pages of divine 
Intervention. and while congress thanks 
Dewey and Schley and their brave men for 
their splendid achievements, providence is 
not to be ignored in the result. 

“The president’ is right. Let us give 
thanks unto Him who is Lord over the na- 
tion and who sctteth up or pulleth down at 
His will, ‘Oh, it was our ships and gun- 
ners. What had God to do with it?’ Wouid 
our small navy have been proud'y holding 
the seas today if Europe had combined 
against us? 

“Was God nowntere when England said 
to the unfriendly powers: ‘Hands off?’ Her 
attitude as our defense was His gift. Ships 
and gunners indeed! Why, this superiority 
of our vessels and men {8 in itself the re- 
sult of our Christian civilization. The free 
Bible and the pure gospel wrought this su- 
periority over the Spanish who, have 
neither. The war is proving less the su- 
premacy of blood than the power of the 
religion of the Son of God. God does inter- 
pose in human affairs. When Israel was 
suppressed by lash and brick kiln He came 
to her rescue. Then the Canaanites wasted 
their fair patrimony. He sent the freed 
Israelites to dispossess them and in the 
storm in Manila and Santiago, louder than 
the roar of,our guns, if we eniy~had ear 
to catch the awful articulation, the Deity 
has been speaking: ‘I Tiave heard the cries 
of the oppressed and the enslaved and I 
have come down to deliver them.’ 

Meaning of the War. 

‘‘The providential meaning of this War 
may be further seen in its rendering as- 
sunder our traditional policy of isolation 
and selfishness. The avarice of land is an 
unholy national ambition; territorial ag- 
crandizement is not a:ways well. But no 
nation has the moral right to say: ‘She will 
not add to ner territory for fear of compli- 
cations. when annexation will give to newly 
acquired subjects the gospei and the best 
civilization.’ , 

“This country owes something to the 
people where her armies have tumphed. 
They are entitled. to the best we can give 
them in civilization; and our withdrawal 
now field where success and provi-

“Couwid heaven fail to blight ua if we are ;

It is God thrusting us into the 
political regions’ to do His work. 


“This remarkab'e and dramatic war i§ 


Ziving another blessing to this country, it 
has unified in feeling and destiny the An- 
glo-Saxon race. It is a singular fact that 
the feeling between England and America 
until recently haa Leen cold if not resentful. 
The British isles are our hirthplace, lan- 
guage, laws and manifest destiny ought to 
have drawn us together, hut we were apart 
and drifting wider when the destruction of 
the Maine 
war, and that war began the Anglo-Ameri- 
can eliiance. 

“It may not be in papers in official cabi- 
nets, but it is enacted upon the hearts and 
the purposes of the two people. It may be 
God's good providence, getting up together 
for mutual! peril and protection hereafter. 
In any event, it takes out the possibility of 
antagonism between the two greatest na- 
tions of earth anq in the fact of arbitration 
sure to settle all the @ifferences, initiatés 
a movement that when nature will end the 
wars of the world Spain herself will find 
God in defeat. 

“Her children are her sons, and her chas- 
tisement wil] be the beginning of a national 
rennaissince. The downfall of the dynasty 
through the defeat of her armies will sure- 
ly be followed by the rise of the republic. 
The demolition of her fleet will put her 
on the high seas of national prosperity, 
and under favorable conditions withdraw 
from the rapine and butchery of her leuten- 
ants in the now lost islands once her ter- 
ritoria] possessions, she will be better able 
to work out her destiny at home, May 
God speedily bring her peace and a pure 
gospel. 

“Best of all the results of this war, it 
surely will unite our own country. The 
cleavage between the sections has long 
seemed our apparent solidarity. We have 
cherisheq bitter memories and the north 
and the south have not met each other 
kindly in the house of our fathers, but a 
patriotic president aligning confederate 
with federal an@ forming brigades from 
different states, and dealing with conspic- 
uous fairness by the south, has won us alL 
where we needed winning, to the heritage 
of 1776 and the flag of constitutional liberty. 
We are now one people. Let sectionaltism 
perish. Let nationalism live, Dewey and 
Schley! Are they not one from Maryland 
and the other from Vermont. Shafter and 
Whee.er! Are they not the one wearer o7 
historic gray and the other of the blue? 
North Carolina offers Bagley on the altar 
and Illinois contributes inilis to the nohbie 
army of the dead. Blood is the best ce- 
ment. 

“It Is well, therefore, to heed the presi- 
dent’s will; we have much for thanksgiv- 
ing. Vast and beneficent results of this 
Wir are due to Him who has His way in 
the whirlwind and the storm. It is true, 
we lament the loss of life, but cvath is 
really a smal)] thing, and the hlood of the 
brave is the price of everything. The cross 
is the price of all blessings. May the God 
of peace as well aS war come now to the 
front and narrow the area of bloodshed. 
With the coming of peace we take our 
station as first in the work], and _ prosper- 
ity at home and beneficent results atroad 
will follows the ending of a war that He 
ever must be guiding ta conclusions of 
world wide improvement.”’

WOUNDED COMING TO McPHEK-~ON 


Hospital Cars Leave Tampa with 223 
Invalids. : 

Tampa, Fla.; July ,10.—The transports 
Iroquois and Cherokee, arriving last nigtht, 
brought 450 wounded men from Santiago. 
These have been distributed today to posi- 
tions on shore, and the transports are 
awaiting orders. 

At daylight the long train of hospital 
cars was thrown open for the reception of 
those who were going to McFiherson, and 
2283 men were placed aboard. 

Eiginty-seven were sent to the general 
hospital of the Fourth army corps, and the 
surgeons there had their first experience 
in dressing war wounds. The sufferers 
were treated wi.h the greatest considera- 
tion, and while they lay upon the rough 
pine table they gave an account of their 


» Wounds, and how they were received, and 


what effect they had on them. Invariably 
when the Mauser bullets struck they were 
knocked down, but suffered little. ‘The 
holes seem to have been neatly drilled 
through the flesh or bone, making no lacer- 
ation. Only one man brought over was 
unable to walk, all the others paving suffi- 
ciently recovered to do so. 

The wounds were mainly inthe hands, 
arms and feet. Men with their feet bundled 
in white cloths and their arms in slings 
were happy. They talked good-naturediy 
of the fight, and spoke highly of the enemy. 
Many of them have souvenirs, such as 
nyacnetes, Mauser bullets, some having re- 
tained the bullets that wounded them, One 
man’s rifle was struck, the bullet deflecting 
and wounding him in the arm. It made an 
ugiy wound on account of the bullet being 
flattened. 

The surgeons in charge report all the 
men doing well. > 

The hospital train left for Fort .McPher- 
son at noon today, and the balance of the 
wounded will leave on the same train next 
Tuesday.

BLANCO GIVES OUT BULLETINS 


Usual Declaration of Spanish Victories 
Sent Out from Havana. 


| FREE KITCHENS ESTABLISHED FOR THE POOR 


Destruction of Spanish Mail Steamer 
? Alfonso XII Is Admitted by 
Spanish Officials, 


Havana, July 9.—On July 6th the produce, 
money and stock exchanges suspended op- 
erations, observing the day as one of 
mourning for the loss of Admiral Cer- 
vera’s fleet, 

On July 7th communication with Santi- 
ago de Cuba was re-established. Accord- 
ing to the first dispatch received from San- 
tiago the bombardment of the place had 
not begu®. The dispatch stated than an exy- 
change of prisoners had been effected. 
Among the prisoners exchanged was Cap- 
tain Vera del Rea, a brother of Gereral 
Vera del Rea, who was killed in the en- 
gagement at Caney. 

Captain General Blanco has rewarded the 
corporal and privates who landed on June 
19th at Cayo Piedra, province of Matan- 
zas, in sight of the American warships, and 
captured a quantity of American effects. 

Colonel Ordonez, the inventor of the can- 
non bearing his name, was twice wounded 
during the engagement at Santiago. Col- 
onel Escarios, who recently arrived at 
Santiago with re-cnforcements after a he- 
roic march from Manzanillo, during wdich 
he had several engagements, ‘has been pro- 
moted to the rank of brigadier general. 

The civil governor of Havana has de- 
cided that the festival which was fixed for 
July 10th, for the purpose of collecting 
money to establish free kitchens for 
poor of the city, shall not be held because 
of the destruction of the Spanish fleet off 
Santiago. 


At Union de Reyes, province of Matan- 


zas, memorial services have been held for 
the officers and men who lost their lives 
when the Spanish fleet was destroyed. 
The French cruiser D’Estaing arrived 
this afternoon from Fort de France, Island 
of Martinique. Some of the members of 
the Spanish mail steamer Alfonso Xll, 
which was run ashore and burned at the 
entrance of Mariel harbor in preference to 
letting the American ships capture her, 


have reached here. 

A considtrable number of gifts to the 
Red Cross Society. to be used in the estab- 
lishment. of free kitchens and in helping 
the poor have been received. 

While a party of Alquizar guerrillas were 
reconnoitering along the railroad and exam- 
ining a drdin Letween Alquizar and Canas 
a dynamite bomb exploded, killing fifteen 
members of the party. 

On July 8th 153 sailors and Officers of the 
different ships of Admiral Cervera’s fleet, 
including Lieutenants Manuel Bustamente 
and Jose Caballero and Naval Cadet Ray- 
mon Navarre, arrived at Santiago. ‘they 
reported that all the crew of the warships 
Almirante Oquendo and Infanta Maria Te- 
resa were either killed or wounded. 

The commander of the Fren:h cruiser 
D’Estaing, accompanied by the French 
consul, today visited General Blanco and 
had a long chat with him. The coilenial 
government will give its unconditional stp- 
port to an active and energetic campaign 
against the American forces, adopting all 
means at their command to repel the in- 
vaders. 

The Spanish mail steamer Alfonso XII 
was pursued off Cienfuegos by three Amer- 
ican cruisers. 
the Isle of Pines, where she lost sight of 
her pursuers. When eight miles from Ha- 
vana she was intercepted by three Amerti- 
can warships and was run ashore at the en- 
trance of Mariel, with the object of saving 
her cargo. After grounding the steamer 
was fired upon by the American ships, a 
number of projectiles from whose guns fel) 
on board of her. While the work of re- 
moving iner cargo was going on the Aifonso 
XII was approached by an American bout, 
evidently with the intention of blowing her 
up by means of torpedoes. The boat, how- 
ever was driven away by a revolver shot 
from aboard the steamer and the fire from 
the shore by Spanish soldiers. The skip 
was subsequently destroyed by fire caused 
by explosive bombs from the American 
vessels.

A LARGE HOSPITAL 


Officers Are Preparing To Receive One 
Thousand Patients. 


MANY NEW TENTS ARE ERECTED 


The Barracks Houses Will Be Utilized 
as Wards. 


A LARGE HOSPITAL FORCE NOW EMPLOYED 


Force Will Be Increased When the 
Government Makes McPherson 
the Eastern Coast Hospital. 
[maxing Fort McPherson one of the 

largest hospital stations for the army 
in the United States was made more ap- 
Parent Saturday when an order to pre- 
pare for the reception of over 1,00 patients 
Was received. 

Only a day or two before, officers at the 
post had been instructed to prepare for 
additional patients, but the number was 
not stated and they obeyed the order by 
erecting thirty-five. large tents. These 
were floored ones—the planking being 
Placed twelve inches above ground in or- 
der to preclude al] possibility of damp- 
ness. 

It was arranged to put four cots in 
each tent, which were erected on the pa- 
rade ground next to the barracks. When 
the order to prepare for the reception of 
1,000 patients was received last Saturday 
it was decided to increase the number of 
tents to 100 and work on these wil] com- 
mence this morning. 

The work of erecting the tents is done 
by the soldiers at the post, and they have 
proven themselves efficient carpenters. The 
work is done under the supervision of 
Major Taylor, head physician at the post. 
Major Taylor ig regarded by the war de- 
partment as one of the best physicians in 
the army service and it is thought that 
his presence in this city with the Fifth 
regiment greatly influenced the depart- 
ment in making Fort McPherson a hos- 
pital station. 

Atlanta, however, by reason of its high 
altitude, its freeness from contagious’ dis- 
eases, its superior climate and its prox- 
imity to the present scene of action, is, 
in the opinion of those who have investi- 
gated the matter, the logical point for a 
hospital station on the eastern coast. 

The patients at the post. now occupy the 
hospital proper, three of the barracks 
houses, and a number of tents scattered 
around the barracks. It is intended to move 
the soldiers now occupying one of the two 
remaining barracks houses into the ‘‘Pull- 
mans”’ used by the other soldiers and when 
more patients arrive all the barracks 
houses will be given to the invalide«. 

Despite the large number of patients at 
the hospital only two deaths have oc- 
curred since the war commenced. One 
patient died of typhoid fever and’ the other 
of peritonitis. It is gaid there are now 
fifty-one cases of typhoid fever in the 
hospital. These cases came in the ‘main 
from Tampa and other points in Florida, 
and are supposed to have been esuperin- 
duced by the bad water there. 

Contagious diseases have 
measies being the worst 
which the physicians have contended. 
These cases originated in the post, but 
the number is growing less and with con- 
stant disinfecting it is thought tHe disease 
will disappear entirely. 

The patients are well fed and cared for 
and a large number of murses and assist- 
ant physicians are employed to aid in their 
treatment. If Atlanta is made the large 
hospital station of the eastern coast, as 
it is semi-officially announced it will be, 
the number of physicians and nurses will 
be necessarily increased and they will be 
kept busy.

Mr. Donald Harper’s Generous Propo- 
sition to the Government.

MAY BE USED BY THE RED CROSS 


Ossabaw, One of Largest Islands on 
Georgia Coast, To Be Used for 
Sick Soldiers. 


Donald Harper, a well-known lawyer of 


New York and Paris, whose native state is 
Georgia, has sent a communication to 
President McKinley offering Ossubaw 
island, between Savannah and Brunswick, 
for the service of sick soldiers contracting 
contagioua diseases during the war. 

This island, which consists of several 
thousand acres, is one of the largest on the 
Georgia coast and is high, dry and healthy. 
President McKiniey has acknowledged Mr. 
Harper’s offer with great appreciution and 
in case the government does not accept the 
lsiand it is probable it will be turned over 
to the Red Cross, where sick soldiers will 
be cared for. The officials of the Red Cross 
had expected to secure JekKy! island for 
this purpose, but were disappointed on ac- 
count of the antagonism from the club 
members. 

in casé of an outbreak of contagious dis- 
ease, like yellow fever or smalipox, among 
the troops in Cuba, there is® no place on 
the mainiand in the southern states to 
which the suffcrers could be transferred 
without opposition on the part of the resi- 
dents, and to bring them north woulki in- 
volve a dangerous prolongation of the voy- 
age from Cuba. But Ossabaw island is 
only a comparatively short distance from 
Cuba, and, as it is eight or ten miles from 
the m@inianhc Of Georgia, the estaudlisnmen: 
there of a hospital fer contagious diseases 
could not be regarded by the people of the 
State as ‘in any sense a menace ty the pub- 
lic health. 

The isiand is easily accessible to hospital 
ships, the water arotnd it being so deep 
that large vessels can come near the shore, 
transferring the sick to the land in smuali 
beats with the minimum of inconvenience. 
‘here i# at present on the isiand no buuid- 
ing which could be at once used as a coOm- 
plete hospital, but the old Ilarper home- 
stéad and «a number of emall cottages are 
there, which would do as at jeast a tem- 
porary shelter. The land ig elevated and 
dry, und there is an abundant supp-y of 
pure water. 

The only persons living on the island are 
the plantation slaves of Mr. Harper's 
grandfather and their descendants, who 
have never left the property. Ussabaw 
iziand has been in the family since the time 
of Sir Puat™*k Houstoun, the first colonia! 
governor of Georgia, who was Mr. Har- 
per*s antestor. The governor, over whose 
grave in. Bonaventure cemetery, Savannah, 
stands the oldest recorded tombstone in 
Georgia, laid out his sea island with beau- 
tiful avenues, severaj miles in lengti, bor- 
dered with live oaks, and these leafy ave- 
nues, with the Spanish moas dripping from 
the ancient trees, are still there in their 
picturesque loneliness. 

Mr. Harper has used his island only as a 
hunting «round, but he is entirely willing to 
forego the pleasure. for he hag offéfed the 
property to the president absoluteiy with- 
out charge and without condition of any 
sort, for as iong a period of occupancy as 
may be necessary; and rf a contegious dis- 
ease hospitai should be placed there, it 
would probably be several years before 
the owner and his @iends would desire to 
hunt over it again. There are thousands 
of deer on Ossabaw isiand, wild hogs and 
catamounts in great quantity, alligators in- 
numerabie. The fishing also is excellent.

K CABMAN ROBS 


LADY PASSENGER 


Mrs. Emily Brown Has an Exciting Ex- 
perience in a Hack. 


HER POCKETBOOK WAS TAKEN 


Then She Was Made To Get Out with 
Threats of Bedily Harm. 


THE NUMBER OF THE HACK WAS SECURED 


Cabman Will Probably Be Caught To- 
day—The Police Having Much 
Trouble with Hackmen. 


N avaricious cabman is wanted by the 

police for robbing a lady and then 

rudely ejecting her from his hack. 
Ta lady was Mrs. Emily Brown, of No. 
| 261 Fort street, and she relates a very ex- 
citing experience she had with the cab 
driver. 

Mrs. Brown is the wife of W. M. Brown, 
who jis in Chicago on business. Saturday 
afternoon she went shopping. leaving her 
little child with a friend at No. 183 North 
Butler stfeet. When she was returning 
home the rain overtook her and at the 
corner Of Courtland street and Edgewood 
avenue she hailed a passing cab to carry 
her the remainder of the way home. 

The cabman was instructed to stop at 
No, 183 Butler street, for the child, which 
he did. A few minutes later, as he was 
driving on Houston Street, the negro stop- 
ped the hack ang demanded the fare. 
‘Mrs. Brown gave him 25 cents. He de- 
mandéed double fare, as he had made a 
stop, and Mrs. Brown demurred to the 
extra charge. 

The negro talkeq in a most insolent man- 
ner, and reaching back grabbed the lady's 
pocketbook before she was aware of his 
intention. He then opened the hack door 
and told her to get out quick or her would 
use his whip. 

Very much frightened Mrs. Brown got 
out of the hack with her child in her arms. 
She lookeq about to see if there was any 
one in sight upon whom she might call, 
but the street was deserted, a fact which 
the negro doubtless had posted himself 
upon before he committed the robbery. 

As soon as Mrs. Brown was out of the 
cab the man jumped into his seat and ply- 
ing the whip was soon around a corner. 

The lady, however, had the forethought 
to look at the number of the hack before 
he drove off, and this she reported to the 
police authorities. The number was 467. 

In the pocketbook which the cabman stole 

was $10.40. 

The police are making strenuous efforts 
to catch the negro, as much for his rude 
treatment of the lady passenger as for the 
robbery. 

For some time past the police authorities 
have heard much complaint about the bad 
conduct of many of the cabmen in the 
city. Numerous cases have been reported 
and Some arrests have been made. Jt has 
come to such a pass that ladies dislike to 
ride in a public hack alone. 

The chief of police has spoken of taking 
Steps to have licenses issued to only such 
negroes as Can produce good recommenda- 
tions as to honesty and@ sobriety and a 
general good character, a record with the 
hames and description of all cabmen. being 
kept at the police barracks. This may be 
done by ordinance and at the recommenda- 
tion of the police commissioners. 

It is very probable that the cabman who 
so mistreated Mrs. Brown will be caught 
today. 


SAYS THEY CAST HER OUT. 


The Pitiful Story That Gertie Hill 
Tells—Landlady Sends for 
Police. 


The police were calle@ upon to take Gertie 
Hill, a white woman of the half-world, in 
charge yesterday afternoon about 2 o'clock, 
and when she was taken to the police bar- 
racks it developed she was very ill and 
almost in a dying condition. The woman 
told a pitiful story, which if true reveals 
some of the sufferings which these social 
outcasts have to endure. 

Call Officer Covington, ¢ 
telephone call, went to No. 214 Auburn 
avenue, to a house conducted by Madame 
Nora Ridge.. It was stated to the officer 
that Gertie Hill had been acting in a very 
disorderly manner. Madame Ridge wanted 
the woman taken away and locked up. 
Officer Covington bad nothing to do but 
eall for the patrol wagon, although he 
found the Hill woman in bed weeping and 
saying she was too ill to walk. It was 
sible that she was drunk and only fei 
sickness, as Many people do. 

At the police barracks the woman 
be carried to the white female department 
in the arms of two policemen. Sh@ had 
fallen upon ‘the floor and was \writhjtg as 
if in great agony. 

Patrolman Hudson knew the woman and 
knew that she had really been ill for three 
weeks, suffering with a threatened attack 
of appendicitis. 

City Physician Hurt was called in and 
he did what he could to relieve the wo- 
man’s sufferings. 

Gertie Hill stated that she had been 
thrown out of the house where she lived 
simply because she was sick and unable to 
pay her board. 

“rT have been nearly dead for three 
weeks,” she said, ‘and lJately I have not 
had even a plece of bread to eat. I was 
arrested because they wanted to get rid 
of me.”’
